TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL FAIR OF THE 
CALIFORNIA STATE AGRICUL­ 
TURAL SOCIETY. 


THIRD DAY. 


Yesterday was a triumphal day for the di­ 
rectory of the State Agricultural Society, in 
that it was marked by the largest at­ 
tendance at Park and Pavilion known 
for years, and was honored by the pres­ 
ence of President Hayes and party. The 
receipts were in excess of the great “ sham- 
battle day ” of last year. It is estimated 
that at the Park at 2 P. m. yesterday there 
were assembled not less than 16,000 people. 
This great congregation in gallery, stand, 
lobby, quarter stretch and paddock was a 
sight worth a long trip to see. 
AT THE PAVILION. 
Last evening the Pavilion opened at 7 
o’clock. At an early hour the halls were all 
well fiUed. At 9 o’clock the Presidential 
party arrived, and at that time the upper 
hall was so densely filled that it seemed im­ 
possible to have packed another person in. 
During the evening the music rendered as 
heretofore announced, was frequently en­ 
cored, and pieces had to be repeated in sev­ 
eral instances. At half-past 10 o’clock, when 
the Pavilion closed, the crowd was still very 
large, and only departed when notified by the 
ringing of the bell that the hour for closing 
had arrived.

Cook k Son exhibit great numbers of the 
codling uiotb, phylloxera, scale insect, and 
apple worm, and other destructive pests that 
afflict farmer and orchard¡3t, and with which 
Cook k Son have made investigation as to 
habits, growth, etc., aud have discovered a 
preparation that defeats these enemies to in­ 
dustry. The phylloxera exhibited are few in 
number, and dead, care being taken to avoil 
any spread of the pest in California. This 
exhibit is under the anspices of the society. 
Professor Comstock has added to the exhibit 
varied specimens of the scale insect. 
The Perfect Water Company exhibit their 
filter, which is small, attaches to the house 
hydrant and is an instant complete filter. 
This company is composed of Sacramento 
residents.

THE RACES. 


The Park opened at the usual hour yester­ 
day morning. The wiug-shootirg tourna­ 
ment was the attraction of the day up to 11. o 
time of the arrival of the President. After 
the reception of the President the races com» 
meuced, and were continued until quite ’.ato. 
This morning there will be » grand ngtrade of 


The Park was a scene of great animation 
and brilliancy yesterday as the bell sounded 
for the first race. The grand and special 
stands, enriched and glowing with the varie­ 
gated colors of the costumes of the ladies 
and children, made a brilliant picture, while 
in the inclosnre there were a dense mass of 
equipages, with horsemen following the 
steeds or Bcudding across the sward to catch 
them on the homestretch. The programme 
was not a very lengthy one, but comprised 
two races, in which were entered some first- 
class trotters, on the merits of which the 
sporting community were greatly at variance, 
aud as such a state of affairs leads to specula­ 
tion, the pooling was very heavy during the 
day.The first race was for the 2:25 class, for a 
purse of $1,000, in which there were nine en­ 
tries, of which only four made their appear­ 
ance at the start, namely, Elaine. Gibraltar, 
Reliance and Echora. Elaine, on the strength 
of her Eastern reputation, she having made 
a heat in her five-year old form in 2:24 j, then 
the fastest time on record, was made a favorite 
at $120 against $30 for Echora, $15 for 
Gibraltar and $12 for the two others, and the 
I>ools would probably have been scld with 
Elaine left out, had not the very knowing 
ones had an inkling that she might be worsted 
through a strained tendon on her off hind leg, 
that is said to show feverish symptoms after 
a hard heat or two. Of a real race there was 
really no appearance, Marvin holding his 
pretty mare well in hand, and acting on Tal­ 
leyrand’s maxim, “ Especially no zeal,” he 
let her trot with her splendid gait, and was 
never headed throughout the race. In the 
first heat Reliance was only a length behind 
her at the half-mile, but Gibraltar, 
who bad made, a poor break at the 
firet turn, came up very fast in the home, 
stretch and secured second honors, Echora 
beiug last. The time, 2:211, was received with 
a great deal of enthusiasm. The betting was 
noweven, except with those lunatics who take 
losing odds in the chance of the favorite being 
overtaken with a fit or with the thumps, as 
was the case with Clay on Tuesday, and 
Elaine was again in a jog, Gibraltar being a 
poor second and Echora third in 2:22^, and 
then in the final heat she sailed to the 
front, and this time it was Echora 
that secured second honors, Gibraltar 
occupying the third position. Time, 2:24. 
This victory of the Palo Alto stable elicited 
mnch enthusiasm, an 1 its owner, ex-Govemor 
Stanford, when he was presented with the 
gold cup by the Association, was received 
with rounds of applause.

Then Occident—that celebrity of California 
—was speeded to a buggy, and hearing the 
cheers that greeted him, the old war-horse 
Bhook his mane and showed by his splendid 
gait that, although well laden with years, he 
had lost none of that courage that had gained 
hitn well-earned laurels on the same track. 
The next race was for 3 year-olds and 
under, in which, of the thirteen entries, there 
were Annie Laurie, Button, Honesty, Belle 
Echo, Len Rose and Glencora, of which the 
two first were equal favorites in the 
pools, selling for $60, and the remainder 
in the field at $40. Now it was well known 
that Annie had beaten Button last week in 
Oakland, but there were many who backed 
the latter on his really staoch qualities against 
the well-known fleetness of the mare, and as 
it turned out, their faith was rewarded by a 
handsome running. The gong was 3onnded 
to a bad start, Annie Laurie being in a 
fall gallop, and it was a full hundred yards 
before she could be brought to her gait. But­ 
ton in the mean time taking the lead and hold­ 
ing it to the finish, with Annie second 
through injudicious driving, and the others 
pulling up. Time, 2:344. In the second 
heat, Button was a great favorite over aU 
the others combined. The driver of Button, 
this time, was caught napping, and although 
he had an advantage of nearly eighty yards, 
through a bad break made by Annie at the 
back stretch, she beat him out in splendid 
style in 2:30, by a neck, with Belle Echo a 
good third. All the betting was now re­ 
versed, and Annie was looked on as a certain 
winner at two to one against all the others, 
no one thinking how terribly the previous ex­ 
ertion must have told upon her, and she 
gettiDg badly off her feet. Button had all 
the honors to himself in the fast time 
of 2:29, with Be’le Echo a poor second. Now 
it was all Button’s, but the mare would not 
relinquish the race without a gallant strug­ 
gle, and making again two bad breaks and a 
skip, in which she was not so speedily heffl in 
hanrl as the rules require, she came up with 
a rnsh and beat Button out by a length, and 
in consequence it was declared a dead heat 
in 2:304, the time of the second horee, Belle 
Echo being a good third. The decision was rt- 
ceived, not with murmurs of discontent only, 
but with slighting remarks as to the animus of 
the judges, a movement that was at once 
instantly squelched by the President, 
Mr. Larue, calling on the gentlemen 
in front of the stand to point out the offend­ 
ers so that they should be at once ejected 
from the track. This firmness was in excel­ 
lent form, and deserves all credit, for no gen- 
t’emen can possibly be found to act as judges 
if they are to be taunted by every man 
who happens to have loet on the race. The 
President in the last heat caUed up Donathan, 
the driver of Annie Laurie, who was smart­ 
ing under his quasi defeat in the previous heat, 
and told him that he would distance 
Annie Laurie if she indulged in such running 
as in the previous heat, and on a disrespect­ 
ful rejoinder, Donathan was fined $10, and 
then, darkness fast approaching, the horses 
were dispatched to a bad start, the outside 
horse being lengths behind. Annie Laurie 
went all to pieces with a succession of breaks, 
and Button won as he liked in 2:35, with 
Len Rose second and Annie last—beaten, but 
uot disgraced.

INDIANA. 


The Indiana election will apparently be 
held on the 5ih of October, the Supreme 
Court having declared the constitutional 
amendment which changed it to Novem­ 
ber, illegally ratilied, in order to suit the 
programme of the Democratic managers. 
This decision of the Court, being obviously 
inspired by partisanship, has been re­ 
ceived with sharp disfavor, and so strong 
was the feeling caused by it that for some 
tim e the Democrats thought it might 
become necessary to procure another de­ 
cision, patting things where they were 
before. 
It 
is now stated, 
however, 
th at 
tho 
Democratic 
managers 
feel 
themselves strong enough to face 
the 
election in October, and that consequently 
no change will be made. 
Judging from 
Democratic experience generally, this con- 
tidence would seem to argue the successful 
preparation for more than the customary 
Democratic 
frauds. 
The 
Republicans 
have, however, not made the mistake of 
over-confidence in Indiana. 
They have 
rightly regarded it as a doubtful State, 
w ith a naturally Democratic leaning. They 
can lose it without losing the campaign. 
The Maine election does not assure the 
Democrats of anything, for it is already 
apparent th at they cannot carry that State 
in 
November, owing 
to their failure 
to effect a fueion with the Greenbaekers. 
Indiana is to be looked upon as a State 
which is more likely to go Democratic 
than not. 
Should it be carried by the 
Republicans it would be as a brand plucked 
from the burning, and the event would be 
highly significant. 
But if it goes Demo­ 
cratic it will only go a3 it has gone for fcur 
years past, and in that case even a lower­ 
ing of the Democratic majority would be a 
just cause for Republican congratulation. 
The canvass in 
Indiana is extremely 
hot and determined. 
Both parties are 
fighting 
with 
desperate 
earnestness 
and determination. 
English is personally 
not popular, and Lindera is extremely 
demagogic and quite generally disliked and 
distrusted. 
On the ether hand Porter has 
the confidence and esteem of the masses, 
and is in a position to make the best and 
most vigorous fight any Republican candi­ 
date can make in that State. 
The Repub­ 
licans therefore are not without hopes, but 
their hopes are not such as to relax their 
« ergies in the slightest degree. 
They 
will make the contest for all th at is in it, 
and if they are beaten they will turn their 
attention to New York where the great 
duel between the pirties will in all proba­ 
bility have to be fought out, no m atter 
which way Indiana goes next month. 


T H E 
DEMOCRATS 
AND 
M AINE. 


The Maine Greenbaekers have split on 
the electoral ticket, Solon Chase and his 
followers refusing 
any further alliance 
with the Democrats, and uniting on a 
straight Greenback ticket. 
A portion of 
the Greenbaekers have joined the Demo­ 
crats, and thus the road is made clear 
for a Republican victory in November. 
Among the most comical incidents of this 
campaign is the attem pt of the Democrats 
to claim a party victory in Maine on the 
supposition that Plaisted is elected. 
In 
the first place, Plaisted himself never was 
a Democrat. 
In the second place he de­ 
clares that he is for W eaver and Chambers. 
In the third place the Greenback platform 
is at hopeless variance with the Demo­ 
cratic platform. 
How the Greenbaekers 
could run on the Democratic platform is 
indeed quite as incomprehensible, but as 
they far outnumber the Democrats in 
Maine it is a fair presumption that they 
ewallowed the latter, and not the latter 
them. Tho Democratic platform demanded 
“ Home rule ; honest money, consisting 
“ of gold and silver convertible into coin 
“ on demand ; the strict maintenance of 
“ the public faith, State and n ational;” 
and so forth. The Greenbaekers demanded 
a series of measures which would drive 
gold out of the country, and probably silver 
too, and which would stop specie payments 
and introduce fiat money, at the same time 
destroying the public credit. 
Y et the 
Maine Democrats calmly accepted all this 
w ithout abandoning their own platform, 
and now that, according to appearances, 
the Greenbaekers have won the day, they 
oome forward and assume that thrir prin­ 
ciples have won a victory. 
The plain 
tru th of the m atter is that the Democrats 
have no principles o! their own. 
Their 
creed is “ Anything to beat the Repub­ 
l i c a n s ,” and to compass this end they 
are ready to make alliances with any fac­ 
tion whatever, and to shut their eyes to 
the incompatibility of it* views with thoso 
thev themselves profess. 


l ’rooeedings have been commenced to 
expose the gigantic frauds perpetrated by 
the Democrats in Alabama at the late elec­ 
tion. 
In Eutaw, Green county, the returns 
showed that 717 votes had been cast, and 
th e Democratic ticket was given a major­ 
ity. 
But when a U nited States Commis­ 
sioner was sent down there to inquire into 
the facts, on the strength of representa­ 
tions of fraud which had been made to the 
authorities, 621 men came forward and 
made affidavit th at they had voted the Re­ 
publican ticket, thus demonstrating th at a 
Republican m ajority of more than 500 had 
actually been 
polled. 
The 
reception 
given by the Democrats to the United 
States Commissioner is thoroughly charac­ 
teristic of the region. 
It is stated th at he 
was “ first grossly insulted by some prom- 
“ inent Democrats, and afterwards five 
“ riile shots were fired at him and his 
‘ ‘ friends as they sat under a tree in the 
“ Court-house yard. 
Fortunately they 
“ were not hit, but a mule standing near 
“ them was killed. ” The person who gives 
this information, Mr. Alexander H. Byrd, 
“ predicts, from what he knows of the 
‘' present temper and intentions of the 
“ people, th at if Hancock is elected there 
“ will be war, brought about by the domi- 
“ neering and aggressive spirit which will 
“ then break forth with all its virulence.” 
Unless the Southern Republicans manifest 
much 
greater 
courage and 
resolution 
than 
they have ever done yet, there 
will be no war, but it is quite probable that 
an era of high-lianded terrorism such as 
prevailed in the worst period of the Ku- 
klux Ivlan, may be inaugurated. 
The 
Democratic press at the North ha3 tried to 
pooh-pooh the accounts of fraud in Ala­ 
bama, though it has been unable to dis­ 
prove a single specific statem ent in that 
connection. 
As in many other regards the 
Southern press does not harmonize with its 
N orthern allies, however, for Eome South­ 
ern papers have been candid enough to ex­ 
press their opinion th at the fraud business 
in Alabama ha3 been overdone, and that 
the effect ;s likely to be injurious.

Twenty thousand majority would 
“ have beeu fully enough to secure all the 
“ offices of the State, and tested the work­ 
i n g character of the ‘ m achine’ that can 
“ grind out ballots and add up a majority 
“ th at does not exist, th at disfranchises 
“ people and denies alike the right of a free 
“ ballot and an honest count. 
Alabama 
“ carried by the fraud of a mean, viilain- 
“ ous election law, loses to the party in the 
“ United States tho choice of a President, 
“ and makes, perhaps, a radical change.” 


Not the least interesting feature in this 
statem ent is the evident absence of all dis­ 
like to fraud per ne. 
The editor of the 
Truc Ieeue admits th at he was in favor of 
fraud, but he claims merit on the ground 
th at he would have favored only a moder­ 
ate fraud.

This, therefore, is good 
testimony again t the perpetrators of the 
fraud, fo ritis the testimony of their friends. 
The evidence adduced by the Alabama Re­ 
publican Committee, indeed, was of a char­ 
acter to convince all who were not deter­ 
mined not to hear reason, th at in fact 
there was no real election held in th at 
State.

To pretend th at a Presi­ 
dent can be properly elected by such 
methods is to abandon republican govern­ 
ment altogether, and to degrade American 
politics to a foul scramble in which the 
most unscrupulous bullies and cheats carry 
away the prizes. 
No intelligent man can 
seriously believe that the republic can be 
maintained if the Southern methods arc 
allowed to become established as perma­ 
nent p irts of the political system. 
This in 
tru th is the dominant issue in the present 
campaign, and nothing else can be com­ 
pared with it for importance. 


the diplomatists, but the world seems to 
have perceived all along th a t either this 
demonstration would be ridiculous, or it 
would drift into something very much 
more serious. 
The Powers appear to think 
th at they have reached a happy medium 
between inaction and coercion, however. 
They now intim ate th at unless the Porte 
fulfills its engagements—which it is evi­ 
dently quite incapable of doing—they will 
blockade the Dardanelles, and depose the 
Sultan. 
Now to blockade the Dardanelles 
is comparatively easy, and may be done 
probably without firing a shot. 
But to de­ 
pose the Sultan involves a great many steps 
which the Powers have not seemed as yet 
prepared to take. 
They will have ti> land 
a large force, for they must expect resist­ 
ance. 
But they have not a large force to 
land. 
The Saltan can certainly rely upon 
the support of 50,000 veteran troops to 
keep him on the throne, and as certainly 
the fleet now at 
Ragusa cannot mus­ 
ter half th at force. 
If, however, the 
Sultan 
were 
deposed, 
his 
successor 
would 
have to be appointed, or 
the 
Ottoman Empire would have to be put in 
Commission, and if that were done it 
would probably not require more than the 
experience of three months to show that 
no accord between the Powers was possible 
in regard to the mode of government to be 
adopted. 
In fact it would be difficult to 
devise a line of procedure more certain to 
be prolific 
of those causes of quarrel 
which bring about great wars, and as 
mo3t of the Powers are even now w ith dif­ 
ficulty restrained from flying at one an­ 
other’s throats, it is easy to see that this 
method of settling the Eastern Question 
promises to create more complications than 
it unravels. 
It may bo that the admin­ 
istration of the Sultan's estate cannot be 
deferred any longer, but if that is the case 
it would be easier for the Powers to face the 
situation firmly, instead 
of pretending 
to settle it by appliances which cannot 
even serve to postpone the most serious 
ciuses of difference, and which may pre­ 
cipitate the evils they are ostensibly in­ 
tended to remove.

I t is now announced that the long- 
expected naval demonstration will be made 
next Monday. 
W hat is anticipated from 
it the Powers are careful not to reveal. 
Common sense, however, suggests th at the 
effect of the spectacle of a number of war­ 
ships steaming in circles or lines along the 
coast, upon the Albanians who occupy the 
hills, or who have taken possession of Dal- 
cigno, is not likely to be overpowering, 
especially as it is announced beforehand 
that Dulcigno will not be bombarded.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B oard op Supervisors.—The Board met 
at 10 A. M. Present, Messrs. Blair, Bailey, 
Christy and Wilson. The opinion of the 
District Attorney was received in relation to 
the cases of the Chinese lepers referred to him 
the day previous, as to the authority or duty 
of the Board of Supervisors to act in relation 
thereto, lie gave as his opinion that under 
the Political Code the Board of Supervisors 
or Board of Health are either empowered to 
provide leprous quarters or lazarettos for 
such cases when found to exist within their 
jurisdiction, as it is also their duty to do. 
The Code further provides, Section 3048, that 
all expenses incurred in caring for persons af­ 
fected with infectious diseases must be pro­ 
vided for by the Board of Trustees of the 
city of Sacramento, who may make appro­ 
priations therefor out of the special street 
fund, if the same is sufficient; if not, they 
may by tax ition provide a fund therefor. 
On motion, the opinion was referred to the 
Board of City Tra stees, it appearing to the 
Board of Supervisors that the city govern­ 
ment is the proper authority to take action in 
the premises. On motion of Mr. Christy, 
the Hoad Overseer of District No. 27 was in­ 
structed to open the road between the lands 
of Mr. Kelly and Mr. Pierce. Board ad­ 
journed uutil 10 a. M. to-day. 
The P residential P arty.—Six of the 
PreeidTntial party, headed by Secretary 
Kamsey, will take their departure on the 
regular overland train this morniug for San 
Franeisco, where they will take the steamer 
for Oregon. The President and remainder 
of the party will be at the lair grounds at 0 
o’clock, to witness the grand stock parade. 
They will remain in carriages at the grounds, 
and at the close of the parade will be driven 
to the depot, and at 11 o’clock will take a 
special train for Chico, wiiere theyjwill re­ 
main as guests of General Bidwell. Leaving 
Chico, four of the partv, headed by Burchard 
Hayes, the President’s son, will travel by 
the regular stage to Oregon. The remainder 
of the party, consisting of President Hayes 
and wife, U neral Sherman, General Mc­ 
Cook, ami others, will follow by special 
stage, traveling only in the daytime. 
C am p B a r n es.—The usual routine of camp 
continued at the encampment of the First In­ 
fantry at Camp Barnes yesterday, and noth­ 
ing of sjrecial occurrence took place. The 
regiment took part in the parade escorting 
the Presidential party, and after return to 
camp received a fraternal visit from the ar­ 
tillery battalion, Colonel Haymond com­ 
manding. The Utter remained during the 
evening dress parade of the First Infantry, 
and then returned to the city. In the eveu- 
ing the ofh iers of the encampment were 
visited by many ot the military officers now 
in the city, and a very pleasant and social 
evening was enjoyed.

Yesterday was a gala day in Sacramento. 
Early in the day the streets were a scene of 
activity. Men in uniform, guns in hand, were 
fl xrking towards the Pavilion almost before 
the sun was up. Before 9 o’clock people be­ 
gan to congregate in the vicinity of Governor 
Stanford’s residence, and before the arrival of 
the military escort the streets were rendered 
almost impassable. A t an early hour the de-t 
tail from Sumner Post, G. A. R., were on 
hand and kept the passage way to the front 
gate clear. At 10 o’clock the staff cf the 
Brigadier-General of the Fourth Brigade took 
position at the corner of Eighth and N, fol­ 
lowed by the First Artillery Regiment, the 
Fourth Brigade, Colonel Creed Haymond 
commanding, and the Mexican W ar \ et- 
erans. The military formed as an escort, pre­ 
ceded by the band. The President and party 
were theu escorted from the front entrance 
by the Reception Committee to the carriages 
in waiting, and the line of march was taken 
up along N tj Seventh, to M, to tenth. 
Here the visitors alighted from the carriages, 
the military having been drawn up in open 
order, extending from the front gate of the 
Capitol grounds to the front steps of the 
building. The grounds were thronged with 
an immense concourse of anxious people. 
At a given signal the band played ‘‘Hail to 
the Chief,” aud the party proceeded up the 
walk in the following order : 
President 
Hayes and Mayor Turner, George Cadwala 
der aud Mrs. liayes, Secretary of War 
Ramsey and W. 11. Mills, Geuer. 1 Sherman 
and daughter and Albert Gallatin, followed 
by the other members of the party and the 
rest of the committee. The troops presented 
arms, Mr. Hayes lifting Lis hat as he passed. 
As they neared the entrance a long, loud 
cheer went up from the people. 
Ah the party approached the 3teps of the 
Capitol, Governor Perkins met them, and 
taking each by the hand, bid them welcome 
to the capital. He then, in a few well-timed 
remrrks, welcomed the President. He6aid : 
On behalf of the people of California I welcome 
you. We biJ you welcome to our happy homes, to 
the attractive sctnc-s and genial airs of the Pacific 
coast. We welcome vou as the supreme head of this 
jrreat nation, endowed with all its manifold powers 
of administration, and also because you sustain to 
us a paternal relation. Once having become ac- 
qu.di.ted with our people you will better understand 
their wants, and we trust that observation and ex­ 
perience will afford a solution of those intricate 
problems which concern the people of this immedi­ 
ate commuuity, as well as the people on the other 
side of the continent, t> wh m we are bound by the 
strougest and most endearing ties. 
If we are proud of our broad pUins and fertile 
valleys ; if we glory in our mines of inexhaustible 
wealth, it is a pardonable pride. We are bound to 
our sister States by the strongest feelings of patriot­ 
ism and affeciion. Placed, as we are, by tbe order 
of Providence, at so great a distance from the Na­ 
ti nal Capital, we almost feel that we aie yet one of 
the youngest in the family of States. And though 
wc are very young, we are not too young to have fed 
millions at home aud abroad from our grain-fields; 
n<4 Wo young to have contributed to the wealth of 
this nation ; not too young to be tiue ard loyal to 
that Govtmmeut of the people, over which you have 
been called to presule. It is therefore our privilege, 
and we have the honor this day, to give this expres 
sion of our fealty and love to the representative of 
that national unity which can never be broken. 
We can only in a partial measure appreciate your 
emotions, as, borne with almost lightning rapidity 
from the shores of the At!autic to the broad Pacific, 
across these va-.t mountains, shackled together by 
bands of steel; but we realize that you are the Chitüf 
Magistrate of this great nation of States [applause 
with its 50,000,000 of peo le, who worship at ihe sole 
shrine of patriotism, and are all protected under the 
folds of that grand old flag, to which th; nations of 
the earth all how in homage and resptct, and as 
such we receive you.

come among a |»eople who are thoroughly

They have n *t forgotten the dangers and j 
trials through which thi3 Government has jiassed. I 
It has maintained its integrity by its own rigid ad­ 
herence th* reto. It is honored and respeokst by its 
friends. It is deserving of their congratulations 
and encomiums, as it is honored and respected by 
those who were its predetermined f -es. Guided by 
a safe and conservative policv, the nation has passed 
through manv dangers. You have \erified the words 
of the man w hose honored name is inscribed upon 
our banner, that jour highest ambition would be to 
deserve for this nation, to secure* f >r this nation, 
peace ar.d prus¡>enty at home and honor and aJee 
tion abroad.

PRESIDENT HATES SPEAKS. 
The President, amidst great applause and 
cheering, mounted a chair where all could see 
him, and responded to the remaiks of wel­ 
come. He Baid: 
Fellow Citiz en of California We entered Cali 
fomia two weeks ago to-day. We passed over the 
sierra Nev da ranges and entered the State by what 
I m y safely say is the nn-st be .uliful gateway in 
any estate in our Union. VNc passed the boutidarv- 
line between Nevada and California at an elevation 
oí 6,000 feet above the ocean, in a swift steamer 
ujRin Lake Tahoe a lake ¿ranted in between snow­ 
capped mountains ; a lake of great depth, its serene 
blue reflecting the blue of the heavens, its edges 
yreen as its own green shores ; a lake no beautiful 
that I thought, as the years roil on, it will be visited 
by t iiirists from all parts of the w.»rld. And from 
that auspicious entrance into jour State we have 
passed day after day through a succession of beau­ 
tiful places, a.l of whica were calculated to delight 
and instruct. 
We have learned something of California. Trav­ 
eling rapidlj\ our observations have necessarily 
been hasty, and our conclusions derived from facts 
observed must of course be imperfect. And jet, of 
all the leading citizens of California, of all the prin­ 
cipal conditions of life here, of them we are iuclined 
to speak, not to vou merely, but wherever we shall 
go, and whciever our words shall go, very favora­ 
bly. When j*ou cm e to anew country perhaps 
the first thing you think about, is thit every-day 
matter, that with which ordinary conversation 
among strangers begins—the weather-— be climate. 
I had heard of Sacramento and of the astonishing 
feats which the mercurj*, according to F*rhenheit, 
performs in this valley ; leaping up as high, I be­ 
lieve—not going lower—leaping higher than in al­ 
most any citj' in the country; and yet 1 do not dis­ 
cover i i the fac s of your men, women or childien 
an of the lassitude and wca; inow that belongs to a 
country too hot. You have a double ail vantage— 
the advant*ge of a climate which gives you the pro 
¿notions of fruit and flowers of sem.-tropical region», 
and at the same time it seems that you have a clear, 
bracing air at night which restores the vigor again, 
and givc9 you the advantage of the best ciimate of 
the temperate zone. In short, my i xperienoe 
with 
jou 
is, 
tha 
however 
warm the 
dav, 
however hot the sun in the middle 
of the dav. and I have observed that y».u have some 
diiht also (laughter!, 1 find that the night in Califor­ 
nia giv».9 hick again the vigor a oiau needs to go 
through with another day’s work. So I speak well 
of your e.ini .to. 
As to your soil and productions. I ran my eye 
hasti v this morning over the addre-s of the Pres­ 
ident of your State Agricultural Society, and t:.k 
ing his figures for the present, and his conjectures 
f. r the future, no man can doubt, as your Governor 
h »s said, that here is a soil fit to 
FEED THE MILLIONS OF THE EARTH. 
Your cLmatc and so 1, then, are all right. That is 
a g *od foundation to begin with. But for all that, 
1 am surprised at the progress you have nude 
That is what I h ve been watching for the last 
thirty years. 1 say that nowhere on earth has such 
^rogre-s been made in the same period of time 
towards the bc«t civilization known to tbe wor.U. 
(Ap lause.) T. e old ox team is renumbered per 
haps by some of you that accompanied the ear v 
pi n e r through those days and weeks and 
inm t s over the plains; and you remember 
t lie long journey, by way of the Isthmus 
and around Cai*e Horn, of 130 or 190 days. 
But now, by ihe ginius of talifomia mainlj', 
we are enabled to come in as many days at for­ 
merly it required week* and months, aud with as 
much comfort as if we were pasaing from Philadel­ 
phia to New Y»»rk. This is one of the improve­ 
ments that strik*s the stranger first as he enters 
« aliform*. But your cities and your towns, why, 
th v are like the oíd towrua that I have Keen in the 
older States, in Pennsylvania and Olio, and pulsing 
through your city I would not have imagined that 
it w.m a new town. Tne tbirtj years they have ex­ 
ist»! have giviiu them the apj*e*r*nc«# of towns ICO 
years "Id. Wherever j*ou go in California jou have 
Ktnick down t • the bedrock. Wherever we go we 
see such pr .visions for education as insures the 
pros; crity of thecoii itry. Here people will gather 
from every known Una, and by a process peculiar 
to the American Kch«x*l-house, bj fu«ed into one 
harmonious whole [ ipplausc], and jour churcb.e*, 
and whatever there ia best belonging to modem 
civilization, t alifor da has accoiup i*hed during the 
lifetime of roen who still claim to be young. Your 
past then being ail right, 
WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 
. 
What is to be the future of this beautiful land? 
It seem* to me that tbe twople <f the Pacific combI 
have upon them a great responainilitv. It is an old 
theme of discus ion, I know, in debatingsocielies, as 
to whe her man’s f irtuncs in this world, their sue 
cesses and failures, are due more to the circum­ 
stances attending them or to thrir character*, th«ir 
capacity. It ia Just the same in relation to commu­ 
nities, whether the circumstances attending them 
will make th*in great and successful and happy, or 
whether it is mostly and chiefly thrir own integrity 
and character. Now. let me say, in my judgment, 
there is mi equal number of people anywhere in thi 
United States having such advantages and 
opi»ortunities to do great service to the nation 
and mankind as the million or million a-*d 
a h ilf « f people inhabiting what are known as the 
Pacific State* and Territories of the United Mate». 
Yon occupy seventeen degrees of latitude on thrj 
Pacific Oo an ; then with a ID tie gap again it go<^ 
on the Pacific again clear to the Polar region», to 
the peninsula of A!**ka and the Aleutian Island*, 
stretching across like a greAt scvthe, sweeping at 
one grand iwi th the commerce of thewe oceans into 
tbe matchless bay of San Francisc »—that• city now, 
hereafter and alviri to he the t^ueen City of the 
Paci- c This 1. what you i-xr-c." if»?r.i)hica ly. 
Y 'U have your mines of inexhaustible w ealth, and 
your commerce ; you have tbe cat»aoity for a popu­ 
lation not less than that of our whole country at the 
present tiiue; 


FIFTY MILLIONS 
Can live upon this stretch of territory. And now, 
the question is, will this people that have done so 
much already, use these advantages so as o benefit 
the nation and mankind? Our fathers, who lived 
just along the margin of tiie Atlantic, going scarcelj* 
beyond the tidewater of the Atlantic ocean, began 
one hundred years ago to build up a nation upon 
new principies.’ They stood upon three great prin­ 
ciples, 6et forth in three great charters. It seems to 
me that if we Ehall regard those charte b—if we shall 
embody in our ow n, in our institutions, those prin 
ciplt», we shall be able to go forward conquering 
and to c mquer. First, there is the Leclaratton of 
Independence ; second, the Ordinance of ’87, for the 
government of the territory northwest of the Ohio ; 
third, our Constitution. I shall not detain you with 
any lengthy discussion of the principles of that great 
instrument, but merely name the principles. 
Firs*, then, the Declaration of lndepciider.ee. It 
embodies the sentiment expressed by Lincoln— 
" Let every man have a fair start and an equal 
chance in the race of life.” It expresses the senti­ 
ment c-f the Divine Master—“ Do unto others as ye 
would they should do unto you." It is the great 
corner-stone—“ Equal rights of all men before the 
law." That is the very foundation-stone of our in­ 
stitutions. My friends, that victory is alone worth 
having; that victory which causes the soldier the 
greatest delight, wh ch is won after a long and stub­ 
born fight [aDpiause]—^victory snatched out of the 
very Jaws of defeat. Then whatever difficulties you 
have nere with these great questions, thej; will all 
work out right if the Anglo-Sax n race will stand cn 
that great principle of equal rights of all men. ¿Ap­ 
plause. 1 
Now the next one—the Ordinance of ’8T. If you 
are to have one r..ce, equal suffrage, universal suf­ 
frage, you can only do it by having universal edu­ 
cation. [Applause.] Religion, moralitj* and knowl­ 
edge are essentia) to good government, and there­ 
fore free schools should be encouraged. [Applause.] 
With the motto cf equal rights and universal edu 
cation, every community is safe. 
Now for the third and last—what is thees«*ence of 
the Constitution ? Is it not this : That this couu 
try, all these States, with their different names, 
their different methods of local government, their 
different ways, belong at last to one Union, which is 
to be perpetual Igreat applause], and over all 
ONE SUPREME GOVERNMENT 
Controlling the things which are of general interest 
to all the people of the United States (applauseI, 
and leaving tbe 1 cal self-government to control, un­ 
der c* rtain limitations, the things that belong only to 
the locality. 
Now with these three principles we arc safe. 
Think of the difference of one government over all 
these States from what it would be if there 
were thirtj-eight sovereign go.trnments over 
them, 
each 
State 
with 
its 
flag, 
each 
State 
with 
its 
navy, 
with 
its 
army, 
with its immense debt. [Laughter.] Why, my 
friends, if the rebellion had succeeded, and this 
country had b en torn into separate confederacies 
what would the world ever care for the flag of any 
State, however great? [Laughter.] Little jarring 
communities, thirtj’-eight of them, rivals of each 
other, their flags would comniand.no respect abroad. 
And now, with otie flag, and one country, and one 
Constitution, and one destiny, where are we ? We 
have the judgment of the world on that question. 
As I said at the soldiers’ reunion in Ohio, and 1 say 
it to you now, THERE J.S ONE FLAG 
In the world, and only one, which no good man or 
woman ever wishes to leave for any other flag. [Ap­ 
plause.] There is one flag in the world, aud there is 
onlj' one. that good men and women, born under 
another flag, are glad to fly to, leaving the flag un­ 
der which they were born. [Applause.] That is the 
world s judgment in favor of the institutions and 
the flag of the United States. [Applause. J 
I am glad to meet you in California, and I 9ay to 
you that we arc looking to you as the vanguard of 
progress. As civilization advances we have gener­ 
ally moved to the westward. You have got to the 
end of the march. You have reached the margin, 
and now it is for vou—and I believe you may safely 
be trusted with that destiny- to see that in the fu­ 
ture, as in the past, American institutions and the 
American nan e shall lose nothing at your hands. 
[Great applause.] 
At the conclusion of tho address, led by 
Colonel Haymond, three cheers and a tiger 
were given for the President of the United 
States. GENERAL SHERMAN SPEAKS. 
There were loud calls for General Sherman, 
and the old veteran, in response to the call, 
mounted the chair amidst a tremendous out­ 
burst of applause. He spoke of California 
and her people as compared with the time 
w hen he first lived here, talked to the sol­ 
diers and veterans, and gave way t3 Secre­ 
tary of War Ramsey, who spoke in a pleasant 
vein for a few moments, and his remarks 
were received with applau e by the people. 
The President and party were then con­ 
ducted to the Senate Chamber by Governor 
Perkins, where he received visitors for over 
an hour. There was a constant throng of 
visitors pouring in at the front door of the 
Capitol, shaking hands, and passing out by 
the side door. At the conclusion cf the re­ 
ception, the military again formed on Tenth 
street, where Colonel Dickinson’s regiment 
had arrived, and the party took up the line 
of march for the Park. 
AT THE PARK. 
The procession arrived at the Park at 1 
o'clock, and a cheer wt nt up from at least 
15,000 throat5*. The military marched to the 
head of the stretch, countermarched, drew up 
in line, with arms at a present, while the car­ 
riages containing the President and party 
passed. They halted in front of the Direc­ 
tor»’ stand, where they were met by Presi­ 
dent Larue, Secretary Hoag, and the Direc­ 
tors of the Society, and conducted to the 
Directors’stand, as the band played (i Hail 
to the Chief.” Mr. Larue, on l>ehalf of the 
State Agricultural Society, welcomed Presi­ 
dent Hayes in a few well chosen sen­ 
tences, to 
which 
the 
President re­ 
plied, and was followed hv General Sher­ 
man, w’ho, as usual, was greeted with tremen­ 
dous applause. Secretary of War Ramsey 
was called for, delivered a very happy little 
speech, and sat down. Governor Perkins 
was loudly called for, and w'as compelled to 
hhow himsdf. Governor Stanford was called 
for, and came forward, ex preying his pleas­ 
ure at meeting his old neighbors and friends 
once more. 
The President was then introduced to the 
Directors of the Society and other distin­ 
guished visitors, and took his seat to witness 
the race*. After the races he was escorted 
back to Governor Stanford’s residence. 
A DINNER. 
At 6 o’clock, on the return of the Presi­ 
dential party from the Park, they were en­ 
tertained by Governor Stanford, at hi* resi­ 
dence, with a sumptuous dinner, to which a 
number of distinguished ladies and gentle­ 
men were invited. 
At 8 o’clock F. M , Sumner Post, G. A. R., 
called on the President at the residence of 
Governor Stanford,' and were cordially re­ 
ceived. 
AT THE PAVILION. 
The President and his party arrived at the 
Pavilion at 9:20 P. M , and were received by 
the Directors in the office of the society. A 
procession was formed, headed by President 
Larue, with Superintendent Dodge and two 
assistants to clear the way, and proceeded 
through the main ai»de to the stand near the 
fountain. From this elevated jwisition Presi­ 
dent Hayes and his party sui veyed the ex­ 
hibition and the immense throng of people 
w’ho crowded about the stand. The Directors 
pointed out the principal points of interest 
from the stand. Contrary to the expectations 
nt the crowd, no speeches wt-re made, all hands 
being too tired lor speech-making. After 
remaining on the stand for a quarter of an 
hour, the party w*as conducted through the 
exhibition by President Larue. Tne firtt 
halt was made in the aisle where the Me­ 
chanic»’ Store factory was in operation. At 
a signal from Mr. Larue the machines were 
all silent.

Present, Messrs. Blair, Bailey, 
Christy and W ilson. 
The opinion of the 
D istrict A ttorney was received in relation to 
the cases of the Chinese lepers referred to him 
the day previous, as to the authority or duty 
of the Board of Supervisors to act iu relation 
thereto. 
H e pave as his opinion that under 
the Political CVde the Board of Supervisors 
or Board of H ealth are either empowered to 
provide leprous quarters or lazarettos for 
such cases when found to exist within their 
jurisdiction, as it is also their duty to do. 
The Code further provides, Section 3048, that 
all expenses ii,curled in caring for persons af­ 
fected" with infectious diseases m ust be pro­ 
vided for by the Board of Tiustoes of the 
city of Sacramento, who may make appro­ 
priations then for out of the special street 
fund, if the same is sufficient; if not, they 
m ay by tax ition provide a fund therefor.

PRESIDENT HAYES 


FORMALLY RECEIVED &Y THE GOVERNOR 
AND STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


He Shakes Hands w ith Sacram ento, and 
Speaks to an Im m ense Audience 
—At the Pavilion

Yesterday was a gala day in Sacramento. 
Early in the day the streets were a scene of 
activity. Men in uniform, guns in band, were 
flocking towards the Pavilion almost before 
the sun was up. 
Before 9 o’clock people be­ 
gan to congregate in the vicinity of Governor 
Stanford’s residence, and before the arrival of 
the m ilitary escort the streets were rendered 
alm ost impassable. 
A t au early hour the de-, 
tail from Sumner Poet, G. A . R ., were on 
hand and kept the passage way to the front 
gate clear. 
A t 10 o’clock the staff of the 
Brigadier-General of the Fourth Brigade took 
position at the corner of E ighth and N , fol­ 
lowed by the FirBt A rtillery Regim ent, the 
Fourth Brigade, Colonel Creed Haym ond 
commanding, and the M exican TV ar V et- 
erans. The m ilitary formed as an escort, pre­ 
ceded by the band. The President and party 
were tiieu escorted from the front entrance 
by the Reception Committee to the carriages 
in waiting, and the line of march was taken 
up along N 11 Seventh, to M , to Tenth. 
Here the visitors alighted from the carriages, 
the m ilitary havmg been drawn up in open 
order, extending from the front gate of the 
Capitol grounds to the front steps of the 
building. 
The grounds were thronged with 
an immense concourse of aDxious people. 
A t a given signal the baud played “ H ail to 
the Chief,” and the party proceeded up the 
walk in the following order: 
President 
H ayes and Mayor Turner, George Cadwaja 
der and Mrs. H ayes, Secretary of W ar 
Ram sey and W . 11. Mills, Geuer 1 Sherman 
and daughter aud Albert Gallatin, followed 
by the other members of the party and the 
rest of the committee. 
The troops presented 
arms, Mr. H ayes lifting Lis hat as he passed 
A s they neared the entrance a long, loud 
cheer went up from the people. 
A s the party approached the 3teps of the 
Capitol, Governor Perkins m et them, aud 
taking each by the hand, bid them welcome 
to the capital, 
líe then, in a few well-timed 
rcm trks, welcomed the President. 
H e said : 
On behalf of the people of California I welcome 
you. We nu you welcome to our happy homes, to 
the attractive scenes and gLnial air* of the Pacific 
coast. We welcome vou as the supreme head of this 
ereat nation, endowed with all its manifoid [Movers 
of administration, and also because you sustain to 
us a paternal relation. Once havmg become ac­ 
quainted with our people you will better understand 
tneir wants, and we trust that observation and ex- 
jierience will afford a solution of those intricate 
problems which concern the people of this immedi­ 
ate community, as well as the people on the other 
side of the continmt, 11 wh m we are bound by the 
strongest and most endearing ties. 
If we arc proud of our broad plaius and fertile 
valleys ; if we glory in our mines of inexhaustible 
wealth, it is a pardonable pride. We are bound to 
our sister .suites by the strongest feelings of patriot­ 
ism and affec ion. 
Placed, as we are, by tbc order 
of Providence, at so great a distance from the Na­ 
ti nal Capital, wc almost feel that we ate yet one of 
the youngest in the family of States. 
And tboagh 
we are very young, we are not too young to have fed 
millions at home and abroad from our grain-fields; 
tv a too young to have coutribuled to the wealth of 
this uatiou ; not too young to be tiue ard ioyal to 
that Gov. mmeut of the people, over which you have 
been called to preside. 
It is therefore our privilege, 
and we have the honor this day, to give this expres 
sion of our fealty and love to the representative of 
that national unity which can never be broken. 
Wc can only in a partial measure appreciate your 
emotions, as, borne with almost lightning rapidity 
from the shores of the Atlantic to the broad Pacific, 
across these va t mountains, shackled together by 
hands of stee!; but we realize that you are the Chief 
Magistrate of this great nation of States [applauseI, 
with its 50,000,000 of peo le, who worehip at xhe sole 
slirine of patriotism, and are all protected under the 
folds of that grand old flag, to wtiich the nations of 
the earth all bow iu homtge and respect, and as 
such we receive you. Wr.iie we arc fel.citating our- 
sclves upou an event so full of interest as your visit 
on tii s occasion, vve do not forget that you are the 
first President of the United States, during the 
official term, w ho has found time and incdn&lion to 
visit this remo-o par, of the republic. 
1 ou 
come among 
a people 
who are 
thoroughly 
loyal 
to 
your administration, and 
who 
are 
proud 
to 
acknowledge 
your 
distinguished 
virtues. They have n it forgotten the dangers and 
trials through which this Government has jiassed. 
It has maintained its integrity by its own rigid ad­ 
herence thi reto. 
It is honored and respected by its 
friends. 
It is deserving of iheir congratulations 
aud encomiums, as it is nonored and respected by 
those who were its predetermined f >es. 
Guided by 
a safe an i conservative policy, the nation has passe i 
through many dangers. You have \ erifled the w-orus 
of tiie man whose honored name is inscribed upou 
our banner, that your highest ambition would he to 
deserve for this nation, to secure for this nation, 
peace and prosperity at home and honor and udcc 
tion abroad. 
And whils our peop'e dwell w ith pleasure upon 
this auspicious event, ttieir pride and their pleasure 
receive a tinge of sadness :m they h'.-k u|*,n the 
near termina: ion of your term. May yonr successor 
lie endowed with grace by which to carry out the 
jiolicy you have designed. 
Governor Perkins also extended a welcome 
to M rs.

PRESIDENT HATES SPEAKS. 


T he President, amidst great applause and 
checiiDg, mounted a chair where all could see 
him, and responded to the reinai ks of wel­ 
come. 
H e Bald: 
Fetloit Citizens of California : We entered Cali­ 
fornia two weeks ago to-day. We pissed over the 
Sierra Nev.da ranges and entered the State by what 
I m v sifcly say is the most beautiful gateway in 
any state in our Union. 
Wc passed the boundary- 
line between Nevada and California at an elevation 
oi 6,000 feet above the ocean, in a swift steamer 
uiKjn Lake Tahoe - a lake framed iu between snow- 
mapped mountains ; a lake of ereat depth, its serene 
blue reflecting tbc blue of the heavens, its edges 
green as its own green shores ; a lake so beautiful 
that I thought, as the years roll on, it will be visited 
by t -urisls from ail parts < f the world. And from 
that auspicious en'raoce into your State we have 
passed day after day through a succession of beau­ 
tiful places, a.I of whica were calculated to delight 
and instruct. 
We have learned something of California. Trav­ 
eling rapidly, our observations have necessarily 
been hasty, and our conc'u-ions derived from facts 
observed must of course be imperfect. And yet, of 
ah the leading citizens of California, of ail the prin­ 
cipal conditions of life here, of them we are inclined 
to speak, not to vou merely, but wherever we shall 
go, and whatever our words shall go, very favora­ 
bly. 
When you come to a new c >untry perhaps 
the first thing you think about, is that every day 
matter, that with which ordinary conversation 
among strangers begins— the weather— he climate. 
1 liad heard of Sacramento and of the astonishing 
feats which the mercury, according to Forhenheit, 
performs in this valley; leaping up as high, 1 be­ 
lieve—not going lower— leaping higher than in al­ 
most any city in the country; and yet I do not dis­ 
cover i i the fac s of your men, women or children 
an of the lassitude and w.-a mesa that belongs to a 
country too hot. You have a double advantage— 
the advantage of a climate which gives you the pro 
duclions of fruit and flow era of sem.-irupical regions, 
and at tiie same time it seems that you have a clear, 
bracing air at night which restores the vigor again, 
and gives you the advau'age of tiie best ciimate of 
the temperate zone.

WHAT OF TIIE FUTURE? 
What is to be the future of this beautiful land? 
It seems to me that the ¡«opte i f the Pacific oo-st 
hare upon them a great res|>onsiuiHtr. It is an old 
theme of discus ion, I know-, in debating societies, as 
to wbe tier man's f irtuncs in this world, their «uc­ 
ee*»»'*, and failures, are due more to the cirettm- 
ststves attending them or to their character-*, their 
capacity*. It ia just the samr in relation to commu­ 
nities, whether the drcumstancea ,tt, n.ling them 
will make them great an I auccesetc1 and happy, or 
whether it is mostly and chiefly thair own integrity 
and character. Now, h t mo say, in inv Judgment, 
there is no equal number of people anvwhere tn ihe 
United 
States 
having 
such 
aaivamages and 
opportunities to do g n at service to the nation 
and mankind a* the midion or million 
anl 
a half * t people inhabiting what are itn-wr as the 
Pacific States and Territories of the United -tales. 
You occupy seventeen degrees of latitude on ths 
Pacific tie an ; then with a li'lle gap a.-aln It goes 
on the Pacific again clear to the Polar regions, to 
the peninsula of Alaska and the Aleutian Inlands, 
stretching across like a great scvthe, sweeping at 
one grand swi th the commerce of these ocoane into 
the roatchleee bay of San Francisco—that city now, 
hereafter and alwsrs to he the kjueen Uitv of the 
Pacidc 
This Is what vou p«r*ea-a geographica ly. 
Y -u have your mines of inexhaustible wealth, and 
your commerce ; you have the capacity for a popo- 
Ution not leas than that of our whole country at the 
present tiuis; 


FIFTY MILLIONS 
Can live upon this stretch of territory. And now, 
the question is, will this people that have done so 
much already, use these advantages so as o benefit- 
the nation and mankind? Our fathers, who lived 
just along the margin of the Atlantic, going scarctly 
beyond the tide-water of the Atlantic ocean, began 
one hundred Tears ago to build np a nation upon 
new principles. They stood upon three great prin­ 
ciples, set forth in three great charters. It teems to 
me that if we shall regard those cliartc s—if we shall 
embody in our own, hi our institutions, those prin 
ciples, vve shall be able to go forward conquering 
and to c -nquer. First, there is the Ledaratmn of 
iudependeuce ; second, the Ordinance of ’87, for the 
government of the territory northwest of the Ohio ; 
third, our Constitution. 
1 shall not detain you with 
any lengthy discussion of the principles of that great 
instrument, hut merely uame the principles. 
First, then, the Declaration of Independence. 
It 
embodies the sentiment expressed by Lincoln— 
“ Let every man have a fair start and an equal 
chance in the race of life." It expresses the senti- 
mentof the Divine Master—“ Do unto others as ye 
would they should do unto you.” It is the great 
corner-itone—“ Equal rights of all men before the 
law.” 
That is the very foundation-stone of our in­ 
stitutions. My friends, that victory is alone worth 
having; that victory which causes the soldier the 
greatest delight, wh ch is won after a long and stub­ 
born fight [aoplause]—victory snatched out of the 
very jaws of defeat. Then whatever difficulties you 
have nere with these great questiuns, they will all 
work out right if the Anglo-Sax- -n race w ill stand cn 
that great principle of equal rights of all men. [Ap­ 
plause.) 
Now the next one—the Ordinance of ’8T. 
If you 
are to have one r ce, equal suffrage, universal suf- 
fra.e, you can only do it by having universal edu­ 
cation. [Applause.] Hhligion, morality and knowl­ 
edge are essential to good government, and there­ 
fore free schools should beencouraged. [Applause.] 
With the motto of equal rights and universal edu 
cation, every community is safe. 
Now for the third and last—what is the essence of 
the Constitution ? Is it not this : That this coun 
try, all these States, with their different names, 
their different methods of local government, their 
different ways, belong at last to one Union, which is 
to be perjietual [great applause J, aud over all 
ONE SUPREME GOVERNMENT 
Controlling the tilings which are of general interest 
to oil the people of the United States [applause I, 
and leaving the 1 cal self-government to control, un­ 
der e- rtain limitations, the things that belong only to 
the locality. 
Now with these three principles w-e arc safe. 
Think of the difference of one government over all 
these States from what it would be if there 
w ere thirty-eight sovereign 
go.enunents over 
them, 
each 
State 
with 
its 
flag, 
each 
State 
witli 
its 
navy, 
witli 
its 
army, 
with its immense debt. 
[Laughter.] 
Why, niy 
friends, if the rebellion had succeeded, and this 
country had b eu torn into separate confederacies, 
what would the world ever care for the flag of any 
State, however great? [Laughter.] Little jarring 
communities, thirty-eight of them, rivals of each 
other, their flags would command un respect abroad. 
Aud now, with one flag, and one country, and one 
Constitution, and one destiny, where are we? We 
have the judgment of the world on that question. 
As I said at the soldiers’ reunion in Ohio, and I say 
it to you now, 
, 
THERE IS ONE FLAG 
In the world, and only one, which no good man or 
woman ever wishes to* leave for any other flag. [Ap­ 
plause.] There is one flag in the world, and there is 
only one, that good men and women, hum under 
another flag, are glad to fly to, leaving the flag un­ 
der which they were born. [Applause.] That is the 
world’s judgment in favor of the institutions and 
the flog of the United States. [Applause.] 
I am glad to meet you in California, and I say to 
you that we arc looking to you as the vanguard of 
progress. As civilization advances we have gener­ 
ally moved to the westward. You have got to the 
end of the march. 
You have reached the margin, 
and now it is for you—and I believe you may aafely 
be trusted with that destiny - to see that in the fu­ 
ture, as in the past, American institutions and the 
American nan e shall lose nothing at your hands. 
[Great applause.] 
A t the conclusion of tho address, led by 
Colonel Haym ond, three cheers and a tiger 
were given for the President of the U nited 
States. 
GENERAL SHERMAN SPEAKS. 
There were loud calls for General Sherman, 
and the old veteran, in response to the call, 
mounted the chair am idst a tremendous out­ 
burst of applause. 
H e spoke of California 
and her people as compared with the time 
when he first lived here, talked to the sol­ 
diers and veterans, and gave wav’ to Secre­ 
tary of War Ram sey, who spoke in a pleasant 
vein for a few moments, and his remarks 
were received with applau e by the people. 
The President arid party were then con­ 
ducted to the Senate Chamber by Governor 
Perkin3, where he received visitors for over 
an hour. 
There was a constant throng of 
visitors pouring in at the front door of the 
Capitol, shaking hands, and passing out by 
the side door. 
A t the conclusion <f the re­ 
ception, the m ilitary again formed on Tenth 
street, where Colouel Dickinson’s regiment 
had arrived, and the party took up the line 
of march for the P aik . 
AT THE PARK. 
The procession arrived at the Park at 1 
o'clock, and a cheer w m t up from at least 
15,000 throats. 
The m ilitary marched to the 
head of the stretch, countermarched, dretv up 
in line, with arms at a present, while the car­ 
riages containing the President and party 
passed. 
They halted in front of the Direc­ 
tor»’ stand, where they were met by Presi­ 
dent Larue, Secretary Hoag, and the Direc­ 
tors of the Society, and conducted to the 
Directors’ stand, as the band played “ H ail 
to the Chief.” 
M r. Larue, on behalf of the 
State Agricultural Society, w e’comed I’re-i- 
dent 
H ayes 
in 
a 
few 
well chosen 
sen­ 
tences, 
to 
which 
the 
President 
re­ 
plied, and was followed by General Sher­ 
man, who, as usual, was greeted with tremen­ 
dous applause. 
Secretary of W ar Ram sey 
was called for, delivered a very happy little 
speech, and sat down. 
Governor Perkins 
was loudly called for, and was compelled to 
>how hi rus ilf. 
Governor Stanford was called 
for, and came forward, expressing his pleas­ 
ure at m eeting his old neighbors and friends 
once more. 
The President was then introduoed to the 
Directors of the Society and other di-tin- 
guished visitors, and took his seat to witness 
the races. 
A fter the races he was escorted 
back to Governor Stanford's residence. 
A DINNER. 
A t 6 o’clock, on the return of the Presi­ 
dential party from the Park, they were en­ 
tertained by Governor Stanford, at his resi­ 
dence, with a sumptuous dinner, t> which a 
number of distinguished ladies and gentle­ 
men were invited. 
A t 8 o’clock P. M , Sumner Post, G. A . R ., 
called on the President at the residence of 
Governor Stanford,' aud were cordially re­ 
cti ved. 
AT THE PAVILION. 
The President and his party arrived at the 
Pavilion at 9:20 P. M., and were received by 
the Directors in the office of the society. 
A 
procession was formed, headed by President 
J.vrue, with Superintendent Dooge and two 
assivtants to clear the way, and proceeded 
through the main aisle to the stand near the 
fountain. 
From this elevated ]>osition Presi­ 
dent Hayes and his party sui veyed the ex­ 
hibition and the immense throng of people 
who crowded about the stand. The Directors 
pointed out the principal points of interest 
from the stand. Contrary to the expectations 
of the crowd, no speeches were made, all hands 
beiiig too tired lor speech-making. 
After 
remaining on tiie stand for a quarter of an 
hour, the party was conducted through the 
exhibition by President Larue. 
Tne first 
halt was made in the aisle where the M e­ 
chanic'’ Store factory was in operation. 
A t 
a signal from Mr. Larue the niaciiines were 
all silent. 
One of the girls in the factory- 
then stepped f rwarfl, and presented Presi­ 
dent Hayea u iih a beautiful bouquet.

saia:

bouquet. 
By this simple token ae wish to express 
ju r appreciation of her modeit dignity and noble 
bearing in the high social position to which your 
election Pi the Presidency elevated htr. 
We extend 
to ) ou our compliments and congratulations, and 
a-k you in her In-half to be the- bearer of this modest 
gift to Mis. Haves. 
The President briefly but warmly thanked 
the girls for the compliment and at once pre­ 
s nted the bov.quet to Mrs. H ayes, who also 
txpressed her thanks for the compliment. 
The procession then moved again and fin­ 
ally baited at the State F air Gazette printing 
office, in the lower hail, where H. It. Iiewi-, 
an em ploye of the firm of If. S. Crocker & 
Co., pr-’-et.ted him with a copy of th* State 
F air Gazette printed on white tilk and bound 
with gold bullion friDge, in the following 
neat language:
